Both terms taught by Lizzie C. True, of this town. 
This teacher fully sustained her former reputation as an 
energetic, faithful and competent teacher. Order good ; 
instruction thorough. Consequently our expectations 
of a good school were fully realized, and it is to be 
hoped that her services may be retained in the future. 


DIS-CR IGT Nov 2: 


One term taught by Miss Mary L. Brown, of Candia. 
This teacher has had a large experience in teaching, 
and possesses qualifications for her work which are of a 
high order. We therefore expected a good school and 
were not disappointed. Better results, however, would 
have been attained if the number of scholars had been 
larger. As there was no fall term in this district, the 
scholars attended school in Districts No. 3 and g. 


DISTRICT No:, 3. 


Both terms taught by Miss L. A. Harriman, of this 
town. This teacher is well known as one of large 
experience, possessing qualifications of a high order. 
Our expectations, therefore, of a successful school were 
fully met. Good progress was made by the pupils 
under her instructions, and the result was highly satis- 
factory to all concerned.

DISTRICT No. 4. 


In accordance with the wishes of the inhabitants of 
this district, arrangements. were made by which the 
scholars belonging to this school were allowed to attend 
school in Chester during the summer, those from the 
Chester district being allowed to attend this school in 
the fall. The fall term was taught by Mrs.’ Lizzie S. 
Hooke, of Chester. Mrs. Hooke is a popular and 
experienced teacher, and the appearance of the school 
at its close gave evidence of thorough work and com- 
mendable progress. 


DIS TREC Ty No.5- 
No school. 


DIST-RICTANow 6: 


Both terms taught by Miss Abbie A. Pease, of South 
Newmarket. Good natural ability and normal school 
training combined to make her an efficient teacher, and 
under her instructions the school made good and thor- 
ough progress. The examination gave evidence of good 
drill, and was highly satisfactory to the School Board 
and creditable to both teacher and pupils. 


DISTRICT No. 7. 


Both terms taught by Miss Nellie E. McClure, of this 
town. Miss McClure has taught this school for a num- 
ber of years, giving, it is believed, universal satisfaction. 
We therefore expected a good school, and were in no 
wise disappointed. ‘This teacher possesses qualifications 
for her work of no common order, and may be properly 
reckoned among our best teachers. Itis sincerely hoped 
that she may be retained as a teacher for years to come.

DISTR I GigeNows. 


Primary DEPARTMENT.—Taught by Miss Kate T. 
Clark, of Auburn. Miss Clark is a teacher of large 
experience and excellent qualifications for her work. 
She seems peculiarly adapted to the work of teaching a 
school of this grade. Much attention was given to ob- 
ject teaching, with good results. We feel justified to 
report good progress. 


GRAMMAR DEPARTMENT. — Both terms taught by 
Frank E. Sanborn, of Epping. ‘This teacher possesses 
good qualifications for teaching, and evidently labored 
hard to make the school a success. The appearance of 
the school at its close was not so satisfactory as we could 
have wished. This result was not wholly the fault of 
the teacher. The bane of this school is, and has been, 
irregularity of attendance and tardiness. No school 
can be successful with a record of two hundred and two 
half-day absences and sixty-eight cases of tardiness in a 
single term. Such a state of things will always nullify, 
to a great.extent, the Jabors of the best teacher. No 
teacher, however well qualified, can succeed without the 
- support and cooperation of parents. It seems strange 
that parents can be so blind to the best interests of their 
children as to allow such a state of affairs to exist. Be- 
sides the children thus absent and tardy not only are- 
losers themselves, but are a drag on the whole school. 
The register for both terms shows that not a single visit 
was made by any one of the parents of the pupils in this 
school. This we think ought not so to be. 


DIS TR1IGHNo: .o. 


Taught by Miss Mary E. Gould, of Haverhill, Mass. 
This was the teacher’s first attempt at teaching, and the 
result showed that she possesses qualification for the

work, which, aided by experience, are calculated to 
place her in the front rank of teachers. Order good, 
instruction reasonably thorough, and the results satisfac- 
tory in’a high degree. 

As the School Board deemed it advisable to unite 
schools number two and nine, it was decided that the 
first term should be held in No. 2, and the second in No. 
9, which accounts for the fact that but one term was 
held in each of these original districts. 


DISTRICT No. IO. 
No school. ; 


A contract was made with the School Board of Can- 
dia by which the pupils living in what were originally 
District No. 5 and Union Branch attended school in that 
town at an expense of seventy-nine dollars and sixty- 


four cents ($79.64). 


REMARKS. « 


The circumstances under which the Board entered 
upon the discharge of its duties were new, owing to the 
entire change which had been made in the educational 
system of the State, which of course occasioned some 
embarrassment in determining the best course to be pur- 
sued in the management of the school affairs of the 
town. Compliance with the law, and our own ideas in 
regard to the best interest of the schools, seemed to re- 
quire some change in relation to the number of schools 
to be maintained in town; but as the system was new, it 
was not thought best to make any very radical changes 
at the start. There being but few scholars in Districts 
No.5 and 10, it was deemed advisable to have no school 
in either of those districts. The few scholars in No. 5 
were sent to Candia, as already appears in our report. 


Those in No. 10 were put into No. 4. The number of 
pupils in Nos. 2 and 9 was so small that we thought it 
advisable to unite the two, having one term held in each 
of the two original districts. 

The Board is of the opinion that Districts No. 1, 2 and 
g could, by a change in the location of one of the school 
houses, be united without detriment to any one, and thus 
secure one good school instead of ¢Aree, with numbers 
so small that little or no enthusiasm can be created, and 
consequently but litthke accomplished even by the best 
of teachers. 

The schools in the town the past year have been gen- 
erally successful. It has been our aim to secure the 
services of experienced teachers, believing that the 
interest of the schools would be better promoted by that 
course than by employing inexperienced ones at a sav- 
ing of a few dollars in money. ‘The education of our 
children is a matter of great importance, aud no pains 
or reasonable expense should be spared to provide the 
best possible facilities. The old saying, that ‘*what is 
worth doing is worth doing well,” applies, we think, ° 
with peculiar emphasis to this subject. Frequent change 
of teachers ought to be avoided as much as possible. 
We have, theretore, when it could be done, retained the 
several teachers of the schools for both terms. As has 
often been done heretofore, we would urge a greater in- 
terest on the part of parents in this matter. In all other 
affairs we are watchful of the interests of our children. 
Why should we not be in this most vital interest, so far 
as their future welfare and usefulness as citizens is con- 
cerned? ! 

Under the new law we believe much can be done to 
improve our schools and add to their efficiency. But 
little can be accomplished by the Board of Education 
without the cooperation of the citizens of the town.

The number of schools should be reduced as low as due 
regard to the convenience and interests of the people 
will allow. Then the services of the best teachers 
should be procured, even if it does cost something. 
Anything costs that is worth having. We also think 
that the interest of our children would be greatly pro- 
moted by the establishment of at least one term in each 
year of a high school, of a high grade for advanced 
scholars, free to all living in town. The additional bur- 
den of supporting such a school would be hardly per- 
ceptible to the tax-payers, while as an investment it 
would give returns of great value to our children.
